LICENSES  ISSUED  FOR  BIOLOGICAL  PRODUCTS,  APRIL  1934 

License  no.  3  was  issued  April  21,  1934,  to  Mulford  Biological  Laboratories, 
Sharp  &  Dohme,  Glen  Olden,  Pa.,  and  Broad  and  Wallace  Streets,  Philadelphia, 
Pa.  (mailing  address:    Glen  Olden,  Pa.),  for  antipyocyaneous  bacillus  serum. 

License  no.  6-A  was  issued  April  30,  1934,  to  Pitman-Moore  Co.,  division  of 
Allied  Laboratories,  Inc.,  near  Zionsville,  Ind.  (mailing  address:  1220  Madison 
Avenue,  Indianapolis,  Ind.),  for  staphylococcus-streptococeus  bacterin  (canine). 

License  no.  9  was  issued  April  25,  1934,  to  Lederle  Laboratories,  Inc.,  Middle- 
town  Road,  Pearl  River,  N.Y.,  for  antiequine-encephalomyelitis  serum. 

License  no.  124  was  issued  April  5,  1934,  to  Anchor  Serum  Co.,  south  of  stock- 
yards, South  St.  Joseph,  Mo.  (mailing  address:  Livestock  Exchange  Building), 
for  abortion  vaccine  (bovine). 

LICENSES  TERMINATED,  APRIL  1934 

License  no.  32,  issued  May  13,  1924,  to  The  Standard  Serum  Co.,  9-15  South 
Second  Street,  Kansas  City,  Kans.,  was  terminated  April  14,  1934,  without 
prejudice,  because  of  the  discontinuance  of  production. 

April  30,  1934:-  Total  number  of  licensed  plants  under  supervision,  84;  48 
producing  anti-hog-cholera  serum  and  42  producing  other  biologies. 

PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  no.  298. — In  re  St.  Joseph  Stockyards  Co.,  South  St.  Joseph,  Mo.  This 
proceeding  is  a  general  inquiry  under  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  1921,  into 
the  reasonableness  and  lawfulness  of  the  rates  and  charges  of  respondent.  An 
order  of  inquiry  was  issued  on  October  9,  1929,  and  a  hearing  was  held  at  St. 
Joseph  in  December  1929.  Oral  argument  was  had  before  the  Acting  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  in  May  1930.  Respondent  filed  a  petition -on  February  11,  1931, 
asking  that  the  case  be  reopened  and  set  down  for  further  hearing,  which  was 
denied.  The  Acting  Secretary  on  July  20,  1931,  issued  an  order  setting  forth 
reasonable  and  lower  rates  and  charges,  which  it  was  estimated  would  save  the 
shippers  approximately  $120,000  a  year.  On  the  application  of  the  stockj^ards 
company,  a  Federal  court  permanently  enjoined  the  enforcement  of  the  rates  in 
this  order.  The  court  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  Acting  Secretary  erred  in  de- 
nying the  petition  for  a  rehearing.  Accordingly,  the  Secretary  reopened  the  case 
and  a  hearing  was  held  from  January  10  to  February  16,  1933.  The  counsel  for 
the  Government  on  January  6,  1934,  submitted  a  proposed  order  to  which,  on 
February  2,  1934,  respondent  filed  general  and  specific  exceptions,  and  also  filed 
a  petition  for  a  rehearing.  On  February  16,  1934,  oral  argument  was  had  before 
the  Secretary.  On  May  4,  1934,  the  'Secretary  issued  an  order  prescribing  a 
schedule  of  maximum  rates  and  charges  to  be  charged  by  respondent,  to  be  effec- 
tive in  30  days.  As  the  respondent  was  about  to  file  in  the  Federal  court  a  petition 
praying  injunctions,  both  temporary  and  permanent,  against  the  enforcement  of 
this  order,  and  as  the  court  was  unable  to  convene  within  the  period  allowed  in  the 
order  for  the  filing  of  the  new  schedule,  the  Secretary  on  May  16,  1934,  issued  an 
amendment  extending  the  effective  date  to  July  5,  1934. 

Docket  no.  4S4-. — In  re  J.  G.  Rogers,  Paris  and  other  Kentucky  markets.  On 
January  24,  1934,  respondent  was  suspended  from  registration  as  a  market  agency 
and  dealer  for  a  period  of  6  months,  with  leave  during  said  period  to  apply  for  a 
revocation  of  this  suspension  upon  showing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  that  he  has  filed  a  reasonable  bond  to  secure  the  performance  of  his 
obligations,  or  has  furnished  other  satisfactory  guaranty.  The  Department  has 
been  officially  advised  that  respondent  has  furnished  appropriate  bond  coverage 
in  the  form  of  a  clearing  statement  from  the  Lexington  Live  Stock  Commission  Co. 
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In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Lexington  Live  Stock  Commission  Co.  will  be  responsi- 
ble for  the  respondent's  obligations  under  its  bond,  and  that  respondent  has  re- 
quested that  his  suspension  be  revoked,  an  order  was  issued  by  the  Secretary  on 
May  25,  1934,  revoking  that  part  of  the  order  of  January  24,  1934,  which  applies 
to  the  suspension  of  respondent.

NEW   DIVISION    CONSOLIDATES  TICK  ERADICATION   AND    HOG- 
CHOLERA  CONTROL 

A  consolidation  of  the  Tick  Eradication  Division  and  the  Division  of  Hog- 
Cholera  Control  became  effective  June  1,  1934.  The  new  division,  of  which  Dr. 
W.  M.  MacKellar  is  chief  and  Dr.  T.  P.  White  assistant  chief,  is  designated  as  the 
Division  of  Tick  Eradication  and  Special  Diseases. 

NOTICE  CONCERNING  NEW  PARASITIC  DISEASE 

The  attention  of  all  Bureau  veterinarians  is  called  to  a  skin  disease  of  cattle 
recently  discovered  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  in  the  United  States. 
The  disease  is  caused  by  a  small,  grayish-white  nematode,  Stephanofilaria  stilesi, 
which  lives  in  the  skin  of  affected  animals.  This  worm  and  the  resulting  lesions 
are  described  and  illustrated  in  the  North  American  Veterinarian  for  June  1934. 

Lesions  caused  by  this  nematode  vary  greatly  in  size,  from  those  less  than  1 
inch  in  diameter  to  those  over  a  foot  long  and  6  inches  wide.  They  vary  greatly 
in  appearance  also.  Some  appear  as  small  areas  one-fourth  to  one-half  inch  in 
diameter,  still  showing  some  hair,  but  marked  with  spots  of  dried  blood  and  serum; 
others  appear  as  areas  about  1  inch  in  diameter,  hairless,  and  moist  with  blood 
and  serum.  The  blood  and  serum  may  be  dried  and  form  scabs  and  crusts. 
Judging  from  clinical  appearance,  such  areas  may  heal  without  spreading,  in 
which  case  there  may  be  an  area  of  smooth,  hairless,  and  thickened  skin.  Animals 
may  show  a  number  of  such  apparently  healed  lesions  extending  linearly  for  a 
distance  of  about  15  to  18  inches  in  the  midline  both  anterior  and  posterior  to  the 
navel.  Tn  other  cases  the  initial  small  lesion  apparently  extends  peripherally, 
in  which  case  there  may  be  an  area  about  2  to  3  inches  in  diameter,  with  a  hairless, 
wrinkled  and  thickened  center  and  a  periphery  marked  with  numerous  small 
bloody  spots.  In  still  other  cases  the  area  involved,  which  may  be  several  inches 
in  diameter,  assumes  a  grayish  appearance  and  is  covered  with  a  heavy,  dry 
crust  marked  with  cracks  and  crevices.  In  some  cases  this  crust,  intead  of  being 
dry  and  grayish  in  appearance,  is  deep  red  in  color,  and  the  inside  of  the  cracks 
appears  moist  and  bloody. 

All  the  lesions  observed  so  far  have  occurred  on  the  ventral  surface  of  the  body 
in  the  midline  either  anterior  or  posterior  to  the  navel,  and  are  symmetrically 
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developed  on  each  side  of  the  mid  ventral  line.  Some  small  lesions  have  been 
observed  in  the  groin  and  some  on  the  anterior  surface  and  tip  of  the  scrotum. 

A  tentative  diagnosis  of  this  skin  trouble  can  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  loca- 
tion and  clinical  appearance  of  the  lesion.  At  the  present  time, 'the  mid  ventral 
location  of  the  lesion  appears  to  be  characteristic  and  diagnostic.  The  diagnosis 
can  be  confirmed  by  finding  fragments  of  the  adult  worm,  or  finding  the  larvae 
either  free  or  enclosed  in  a  vitelline  membrane,  in  scrapings  made  from  the  lesions. 
Fragments  of  adult  nematodes,  can  be  recognized  with  an  ordinary  hand  lens. 
The  larvae  can  be  seen  only  with  the  low  power  or  higher  powers  of  a  compound 
microscope.  Only  " active"  lesions  should  be  scraped  for  diagnosis.  In  the 
present  state  of  knowledge  concerning  this  disease,  an  "active"  lesion  may  be 
defined  as  a  lesion  showing  an  exudation  of  blood  and  serum  which  dries  in  the 
form  of  a  scab  and  which  shows  a  moist  area  when  the  scab  is  removed.  All 
scabs  must  be  removed  before  scrapings  are  made',  and  scrapings  must  be  deep 
enough  to  draw  blood.  Skin  scrapings  obtained  in  this  manner  may  be  placed 
in  a  small  vial  in  5  percent  formalin  and  sent  to  the  Zoological  Division  at  Wash- 
ington for  examination. 

The  disease  is  known  to  occur  in  South  Dakota,  Wyoming,  Colorado,  and 
Nebraska,  and  is  probably  much  more  widely  distributed.  The  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  is  desirous  of  obtaining  information  concerning  the  geographic  distribu- 
tion of  this  disease,  and  all  Bureau  veterinarians  are  requested  to  inform  the 
Bureau  as  to  the  occurrence  of  this  disease  in  the  territory  covered  by  them. 
Employees  engaged  in  meat  inspection  should  render  reports  on  F.I.  Form  11-C 
of  shipments  found  affected  with  the  disease.  Specimens  of  diseased  skin  should 
be  packed  in  borax  and  scrapings  in  formalin  and  sent  to  the  Zoological  Division 
with  information  concerning  distribution  whenever  possible.  Additional  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  incidence,  length  of  time  the  disease  has  been  observed,  and 
other  findings  of  interest  should  be  supplied  when  possible.
